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WHAT IS THE TEXAS TRIP COURSE OFFERED BY THE 

RENEWABLE RESOURCE DEPT. 



The objective of 
this 2-credit course is 
to give the 20 students 
going on the trip the 
opportunity to live a 
dry 1 and e xperience . 
This course is intended 
to bring together, as a 
laboratory experiment 
does, all the background 
knowledge concerning 
adaption to heat and 
drought learned in 
previous course work. 
In south-east Texas we 
enphasize the Chihuahuau 
Desert. In Arizona we 
focus on elevation as a 
factor of ecological 
zonation. Thus we see a 
wide spectrum of the 
associations from the 
Canadian life zone to 
the Sonorau Desert. In 
the last phase of the 
trip we explore the high 
desert. Here we 
concentrate on the 
historic and arrheologi- 
cal aspects of this 
changing land. 

Unquestionably the 
trip encompasses the 
most exceptional famous 
sites of the Southwest. 
Students see about 180 
species of birds, and . 
get great opportunities 
to observe mammals, 
reptiles and a few 
amphibians . 

From a resource 
point of view, students 
get a great opportunity 
to grasp the problem of 
dryland agriculture and 
man's ability to create 
major changes in desert 
ecosystems . 

The course evalua- 
tion is based on the 
following 4 elements: 
1) A pre-trip 
exercise (worth 
20%) where each 
student is 
responsible for 
a small report 
which will 
de scribe a 
specific area 
that will be 
visited by the 
whole group on 
the trip. The 
description will 
be on the 
physical 
attributes of 
the area, 
including 
elevation, 
precipitation, 
days of sun- 
shine, geology, 



soils, geo- 
morphology, but 
also with 
vegetation and 
the faunal 
assemblage that 
will be en- 
countered. 
2) A field 
note booklet, 
compiled during 
the trip (worth 
80%) and should 
include the 
itinerary, the 
weather, 
vegetation and a 
list of the 

species observed at 
each site, and the 
type of habitat of 



Along the trip, the 2 
vans used for transpor- 
tation will do a lot of 
kilometers and therefore 
the cost of the trans- 
portation is high. For 
this reason, the bake 
sales and the poster 
sales are done to raise 
some money to pay a part 
of the cost of transpor- 
tation.
